1  To  choose  by  ballot  and  majority  vote  a 
Town  Clerk,  Selectman  for  three  years,  Town  Trea- 
surer, Overseer  of  the  Poor,  one  Library  Trustee  for 
three  years  and  other  necessary  officers.

To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  budget 
as  prepared  by  the  budget  Committee;  also  what  action 
the  town  will  take  with  regard  to  the  compensation  of 
a  Tax  Collector  and  the  limitation  of  time  for  settle- 
ment with  the  town; 


Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges,  in- 
cluding" maintenance  of  the  poor,  salaries  and  expenses

Budget  Committee's  Report 

February  15,   1937 
To  The  Citizens  And  Voters  of  Enfield 

Realizing  that  the  problem  of  taxes  of  all  descrip- 
tions is  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  the  great  majority  of 
American  people  we  have  exerted  every  effort  to  com- 
pile a  budget  that  will  mean  a  decrease  in  your  tax  rate 
for  the  ensuing  year  at  the  same  time  keeping  in  mind 
the  requirements  of  your  town  departments  and  activi- 
ties with  the  thought  to  maintain  standards  acceptable 
to  the  average  taxpayer. 

We  believe  the  estimate  of  revenues  to  be  conser- 
vative, they  being  based  on  last  year's  actual  receipts 
with  slight  variations. 

General  Government  and  Police  Department  ex- 
penses remain  essentially  the  same  as  actual  payments 
the  past  year.  For  services  rendered  and  personal  time 
spent  by  your  town  officers,  we  feel  that  Enfield  is  re- 
ceiving full  value  for  the  salaries  paid,  and  that  they 
have  the  interest  of  the  taxpayer  continually  in  mind 
when  making  their  decisions.  The  Selectmen  are  cer- 
tainly to  be  complimented  on  the  splendid  work  this 
past  year  in  paying  off  the  Tractor  ($1,000,)  and  addi- 
tional Bridge  Note  ($2,000,)  and  cost  of  Septic  Tanks 
out  of  current  revenues. 

Fire  Department  estimates  are  based  on  the  past 
ten  years  average  of  $750.  To  this  we  have  added  $7^ 
for  the  erection  and  equipping  of  tool  boxes  (suggested 
by  State  Forester)  for  use  in  fighting  possible  Forest 
Fires  in  outlying  districts;  $175  for  the  purchase  of  a 
suitable  fire  siren  to  be  erected  at  the  fire  headquarters 
-with  electric  controls. 

You  will  note  from  the  report  of  the  Blister  Rust 
Supervisor  that  considerable  State  and  Federal  money 
has  been  expended  in  the  area  and  we  feel  the  $200  ap- 
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propriation  is  a  benefit  to  your  town. 

We  are  unable  to  foresee  any  decrease  in  Health 
Department  necessary  expenses  and  have  recommend- 
ed $2>o.  of  this  total  to  be  used  in  aiding  theischool  nurse 
in  her  corrective  activities. 

For  Bridges,  Town  Maintenance  and  Street  Light- 
ing we  have  recommended  the  same  amount  as  appro- 
priated for  1936,  past  averages  proving  these  figures  to 
be  ample. 

From  the  Winter  money  we  recommend  that  $500 
be  alloted  to  the  cutting  of  brush,  i.  e. :  keeping  down 
the  growth  of  the  bushes  which  have  been  cut  through 
W.  P.  A.  Government  funds.  Doubtless  a  certain  sum 
should  be  provided  annually  for  this  purpose. 

From  current  comment  we  feel  that  our  Road 
Agent  should  endeavor  to  clear  out  the  road  ditches  to 
a  greater  extent  than  is  now  done,  and  which  we  under- 
stand can  be  done  by  machine.  The  oiling  program  that 
we  be  lievecan  be  accomplished  with  a  Sijoo.  budgel  is 
as  follows: 

Hone  and  re-oil:    Oak  Grove  Street 

Depot  Street 
Baltic  Street 
Maple  Street 
:-■■':.  Wells  Street  ^ 

High  Street 
Union  Street 
Repair  and  oil:     Balance  of  Maple  Street 
All  of  Stevens  Street 

As  stated  in  last  year's  report  we  are  convinced 
that  our  graveled  streets  should  be  preserved  by  the 
necessary  oiling,  thus  saving  the  repairs  due  to  neglect. 
A  ride  over  certain  of  the  principal  streets  in  some  of 
our  cities  would  soon  leave  you  with  the  realization 
that  your  streets  are  in  excellent  condition. 
Recommendiug  an  increase  of  $75  for  Libraries  is  quite 
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justfied  by  the  fact  that  more  and  more  of  our  citizens  are 

using  the  facilities  afforded  and  it  will  provide  funds 
for  opening  the  rooms  one  more  afternoon  each  week. 
Two  hundred  and  sevety-six  (276)  more  townspeople 
were  using  the  Library  in  1936  than  in  1933  'and  in  thai 
period  the  circulation  increased  from  5,396  books  to 
11,182  books,  or  107  per  cent. 

Present  indications  are  that  reimbursement  from 
State,  or  Federal  sources  in  the  cause  of  relief  work,  will 
not  be  as  favorable  as  for  the  past  few  years  and  the 
$1,850  recommendation  may  be  exceeded.  Your  Over- 
seer of  Poor  states  that  he  has  no  relief  cases  due  to  un- 
employment and  assures  us  that  all  cases  are  worthy  of 
the  aid  extended.  We  feel  our  Public  Welfare  compares 
very  favorably  with  similar  towns  throughout  the  State. 

F'rom  the  Selectmen's  financial  report  you  will  learn 
that  the  town  is  free  from  debt,  the  last  bridge  note  of 
$2,000  having  been  paid,  thus  eliminating  the  item  of  in- 
terest on  long  term  notes. 

Under  Town  Road  Aid  Gravel  money),  which  is 
recommended  by  the  majority  of  the  Committee,  we  may 
obtain  from  the  State  $2,797.58  against  a  town  appropri- 
ation of  $699.40,  making  a  total  of  $3,496.98  for  gravel- 
ing class  5  roads.  We  also  have  available  in  the  State 
highway  department  approximately  $1,600  applicable  to 
T.  R.  A.  Gravel. — (See  Selectmen's  report.) 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Road  Agent  feel  the 
need  of  additional  snow  fighting  equipment  and  also  a 
new  light  model  road  machine  for  which  they  suggest 
an  appropriation  of  $350  and  which  is  recommended  by 
this  committee.  Within  a  short  time  the  Town  should 
consider  the  erection  of  a  suitable  storage  building  to 
properly  protect  the  road  equipment  owned. 

At  this  writing  we  are  unable  to  obtain  any  defin- 
ite information  relative  to  the  State  and  County  Taxes 
which  will  be  assessed,  and  have  therefore  entered  the 
approximate  sums  as  paid  in  1936.    The  current  opinion 
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seems  to  lean  towards  an  increase  in  both  of  these 
items. 

The  School  Budget  as  so  ab^y  presented  by  Superin- 
tendent Fuller,  requires  a  sum  of  $2,C00  less  than  last 
year,  a  total  of  $16,000.  A;t  this  point  the  co-mmittee 
wish  to  express  their  appreciation  for  Mr.  Fuller's  co- 
operation and  interest  in  our  town  and  school  finances 
and  we  believe  you  have  a  School  Superintendent  sin 
cere  in  his  effort  to  promote  the  welfare  of  your  child- 
ren. 

The  Budget  Committee  has  gone  on  record  to  re- 
commend to  your  Selectmen  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee to  consider  the  need  of  fire  fighting  apparatus 
with  the  idea  in  mind  of  combination  equipment  at  a- 
nominal  cost.  Many  small  towns  have  secured  such. 
equipment  by  creating  community  interest  and  with  co- 
operation of  the  fire  company  and  townspeople.  We 
feel  sure  the  large  majority  of  taxpayers  are  sincerely 
concerned  over  our  lack  of  certain  equipment  in  this  de- 
partment. 

In  looking  over  the  town  reports  and  books  we  note  that 
certain  of^cers  are  not  using  the  Standard  record  books 
as  recommended  by  the  State  Tax  Commission.  We 
feel  that  the  Selectmen  should  see  that  such  books  are 
purchased  for  departments  not  now  using  same,  in  order 
that  our  accounting  system  may  conform  to  those 
throughout  the  State. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  yearly  record  of 
births,  marriages,  and  deaths  be  rendered  complete  in 
the  standard  state  form  and  such  form  filed  in  the  En- 
field Public  Library  for  ready  reference. 
■  While  our  town  accounting  methods  have  been  im- 
proved within  the  past  few  years,  however  we  feel,  as  do 
the  Selectmen,  that  an  audit  next  year  by  Municipal  Ac- 
countant Fowler  would  be  beneficial  from  the  stand- 
point of  bringing  all  accounts  into  line  with  the  State 
system. 

Town   Planning    Boards   are   being   established    in 

i6 


certain  communities  in  conjunction  with  the  State 
Board  and  after  further  study  of  their  aims  and  pur- 
poses, it  may  be  the  desire  of  this  committee  to  recom- 
mend for  your  consideration  an  ordinance  to  estabhsh 
such  a  body  who  serve  without  compensation.  Very 
interesting  reports  have  come  from  their  activities  in 
other  New  England  states. 

The  Budget  Committee  welcomes  impartia,!  criti- 
cisms and  comments  and  constructive  suggestions  from 
any  citizen  regarding  subjects  of  mutual  interest  to  the 
town  and  its  townspeople. 

.  '  In  your  town  report  you  will  notice  that  certain  de- 
tails have  been  omitted  in  order  to  obtain  a  more  con- 
cise and  readable  report.  If  any  taxpayer  desires  any 
detail  not  printed,  the  Selectmen  advise  us  that  their 
books  are  always  open  for  inspection  and  they  will_ 
gladly  supply  you  with  any  and  all  information  request- 
ed. ^ 

Also  in  the  report  you  will  find  tables  detailing  the 
picture,  over  a  period  of  years,  of  certain  financial  re- 
sults which  we  hope  will  prove  of  interest. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  appreciation  to  all 
Town  Officials  and  citizens  for  the  Community  spirit 
shown  at  our  meetings,  the  continuance  of  which  we 
must  have  throughout  your  town  to  remain  successful. 

On  the  basis  of  the  budget  submitted  and  the  1936 
valuation,  your  tax  rate  for  the  ensuing  year  would 
equal  $3.10,  a  reduction  of  10  percent.^  from  the  $3.45 
rate  of  the  last  year.  Any  increase  in  the  State  and- 
County  tax  will  increase  this  tentative  figure  approxi- 
mately seven  and  one-half  cents  per  $1,000  of  increase.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

In  going  over  the  year's  work  we  wish  to  bring  to 
your  attention  various  items  which  have  entered  into 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town. 

Our  estimates  of  last  year's  income  did  not  vary 
much  from  the  amount  actually  received  except  motor 
vehicle  permits  which  increased  $437.58.  The  sale  of 
property  acquired  by  the  tax  collector's  deeds  netted 
the  town  after  paying  the  expenses  the  sum  of  $816.67. 

From  the  expenditures  of  the  town  for  the  fiscal 
year  you  will  see  by  the  comparison  of  money  raised 
and  spent  that  we  exceeded  our  budget  by  $300.15.  This 
was  caused  by  using  funds  derived  from  sale  of  pro- 
perty and  excess  motor  vehicle  permits,  to  pay  for  Sep- 
tic Tanks  at  Enfield  Center,  Tractor  Note,  and  one  ex- 
tra Bridge  Note  of  $2,000,  for  which  no  money  was 
raised.  In  order  to  pay  these  obligations  of  the  town 
we  used  our  overlay  of  $1,814.23  plus  road  money  saved 
during  the  year.  The  money  raised  for  gravel  amount- 
ing to  $793.37  reverted  to  free  money  to  be  used  against 
flood  damage.  For  your  information  there  is  a  balance 
of  $1,600  of  T.  R.  A.  money  in  the  State  Treasury 
which  is  available  any  time  during  the  coming  year. 

Our  financial  report  shows  that  the  town  is  out  ot 
debt  for  the  first  time  in  several  years,  but  we  feel  that 
this  is  not  the  time  to  be  extravagant,  but  that  there 
should  be  a  program  mapped  out  over  a  period  of  years 
for  improvements  in  our  town.  We  would  recommend 
as  a  part  of  this  program  fire  equipment,  repairs  to  our 
sidewalks,  and  a  road  on  the  east  shore  of  Mascoma 
Lake,  which  in  time  we  feel  would  be  a  revenue  paying 
proposition. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee for  their  help  and  advice  during  the  past  year. 
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We  call  your  attention  to  the  revised  Town  Report 
which  shows  you  in  a  condensed  manner  the  year's 
financial  business.  Tables  showing  the  percent,  of  your 
tax  dollar  allocated  to  different  governmental  depart- 
ments and  other  data  are  submitted. 

We  fully  appreciate  the  cooperation  and  interest  of 
all  the  citizens  and  look  forward  to  a  budget  prepared 
by  the  budget  committee  which  will  offer  you  a  lower 
tax  rate  than  last  year.

Annual  Report  Of  The  Superintendent  Of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

The  annual  accounting  of  the  work  of  the  schools, 
including  financial  statements  and  other  statistical  data 
is  herewith  presented.  It  is  the  third  such  report  in 
the  present  series  and  is  one  of  the  long  series  of  such 
reports  submitted  by  superintendents  of  schools. 

Purpose 

This  report  will  attempt  to  show  what  has  been  ac- 
complished during  the  year  as  well  as  to  discuss  some 
of  the  problems  and  facts  in  a  furtherance  of  the  school 
program  in  the  community.  It  will  also  include  the 
financial  statements  and  other  statistical  data  which 
may  be  pertinent  to  the  school  situation. 

Unification 

The  final  step  in  bringing  all  of  the  school  children 
in  the  school  District  of  Enfield  to  one  building  was 
taken  this  year.  _  The  school  at  Enfield  Center  was  clos- 
ed and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  transportation 
of  these  pupils  to  the  Village  School.  This  means  that 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Enfield  all  of  the 
school  pupils  are  housed  under  one  roof.  This  action 
is  in  accordance  with  the  practices  in  many  other  simi- 
lar communities  in  our  state  and  in  a  large  number  of 
communities  in  other  states  in  the  union.  It  makes 
possible  more  concentrated  work  on  the  part  of  the  pupils 
and  enables  them  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  high  school 
situation  much  better  than  was  the  case  when  thej^  were 
taught  in  a  rural  school  with  six  or  eight  grades  in  one 
room  under  one  teacher.  No  serious  complaints  have 
been  lodged  with  the  department  concerning  this  plan 
On  the  whole  resulting  inconveniences  have  been  offset 
by  the  better  learning  conditions. 
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The  transportation  problem  has  been  solved  rea- 
sonably satisfactorily  in  remote  areas  for  those  families 
who  have  some  difficulty  in  getting  the  children  to  the 
school  busses  The  busses  are  provided  with  heating 
and  ventilating  facilities  so  that  the  short  time  neces- 
sary to  get  the  pupils  to  the  school  exposes  none  to  un- 
due hardship. 

Enfield  is  fortunate  in  that  it  has  been  possible  to 
bring  about  this  situation  without  additional  expense 
for  school  buildings  or  teachers.  This  means  that 
there  is  resulting  to  the  School  District  some  saving  in 
the  matter  of  actual  expense  of  operation-  Some  of 
this  saving  will  definitely  accrue  to  the  tax  payer  by 
way  of  a  lessened  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  by  tax- 
ation for  school  purposes. 

Unused  Buildings 

The  Lock  Haven  building  has  been  sold  this  year. 
The  Mont  Calm  School  has  been  rented  for  living  pur- 
poses. It  is  desirable  that  as  soon  as  possible  such 
other  of  the  unused  buildings  as  are  not  likely  to  be 
called  upon  for  service  as  schools  should  be  disposed  of 
to  avoid  great  deterioration  and  to  lessen  the  likelihood 
of  their  utilization  by  wayfarers  and  travelers  as  places 
for  over-night  lodging. 

The  Village  Building 

The  action  of  the  School  Board  in  making  possible 
a  wider  use  of  the  present  school  plant  is  in  keeping 
with  the  action  of  forward  looking  communities.  School 
buildings  are  erected  at  considerable  expense  to  tax 
payers.  If  they  serve  only  for  school  purposes  during 
five  or  six  hours  per  day  it  seems  almost  a  waste  that 
such  extensive  plants  should  not  be  used  by  the  com- 
munity for  worthwhile  enterprises. 

Parent-Teacher  meetings,  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts, 
and  such  similar  organizations  as  have  a    definite  rela- 
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tion  to  school  affairs  may  well  utilize  school  plants  for 
their  activities.  It  becomes  necessary  in  all  cases  to 
safeguard  the  care  and  up-keep  of  the  building  when- 
ever any  such  organization  makes  use  of  a  school 
building.  The  Board  has  exercised  due  caution  in 
making  this  possible  and  has  safeguarded  the  interests 
of  the  community  in  its  property. 

Repairs 

The  re-decorating  of  the    Village    School    has    now 
been  completed.     The  building    presents    a    clean    and 
wholesome  appearance  to  the  pupils  and  is    being    kept 
in  as  good  condition  as  a  building  constantly  in  use  can 
be  kept.     The  action  of  the  Board  in  caulking  the    win- 
dow and  door  frames   where   they   are   attached   to   the 
brick  wall  has  resulted    in    less    drafts    in  the    building 
and  made  it  easier  for   the   building  to   be    kept   at    an 
equal  temperture.     The  roof  has  been  repaired  and   the 
small  leak  which  had  developed    has    been    eliminated. 
An  installation  of  a  gas    system  for  use   in    the    labora- 
tories was   made    last   summer.     It   is    now    possible    to 
carry  on  the  work  in  the  laboratories    with    very     much 
greater  facility  and  with  less    likelihood    of  explosions. 
This  installation  has  been  made  in  accordance  with    the 
insurance  underwriters'  regulations  and  msets  all  need- 
ed requirements. 

Fuel 

The  recommendation  made  in  previous  reports  for 
the  installation  of  a  blower  in  the  High  School  heater 
has  been  carried  out.  This  blower  was  installed  at  a 
cost  to  the  School  District  of  Sr  17.00.  This  has  made 
possible  the  utilization  of  buckwheat  coal  instead  of  the 
former  larger  size  and  has  lessened  the  amount  to  be 
asked  for  fuel  from  the  School  District  by  somehting  like 
^200  per  year.  It  may  be  that  after  a  little  more  experi- 
ence it  will  be  possible  to  reduce  even  further  the  amount 
raised  for  this  item. 
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Teachers 

The  community  is  fortunate  that  it  is  able  to  retain 
its  teachers  over  a  period  of  time.  During  the  past 
summer  there  were  three  changes  in  the  teaching  staff, 
two  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  and  one  in 
the  elementary  school.  The  teacher  in  the  elementary 
school,  Miss  Abbott,  asked  for  and  was  granted  a  year's 
leave  of  absence  for  purposes  of  further  study.  Of  the 
teachers  in  the  High  School  Miss  Hall  left  for  a  position 
offering  better  opportunities  and  higher  salary  and  the 
other  teacher,  Mr.  Brown,  left  to  enter  another  profes- 
sion. It  is  probable  that  so  long  as  the  community  is 
willing  to  maintain  about  the  present  standard  of  salar- 
ies it  will  be  possible  to  retain  teachers  in  the  service  of 
the  schools  for  a  reasonable  period  of  years. 

Educational  Progress 

An  investigation  has  been  made  in  the  High  School 
concerning  the  persistence  of  attendance  of  pupils  who 
enter  that  school.  It  has  been  found,  as  indicated  by 
the  chart  which  follows,  that  of  those  who  entered  the 
freshmen  class  over  a  period  of  fourteen  years  not  more 
than  50%  continued  through  the  entire  four  years, 
Those  who  left  in  some  cases  went  to  other  schools, 
either  in  this  state  or  in  other  states,  but  the  majority  of 
them  ceased  their  school  life  before  completing  the 
High  School  course  in  Enfield.  A  further  study  of  the 
facts  reveals  that  of  those  who  have  graduated  from  the 
High  School  during  this  same  period  of  time  only  'i^% 
continued  their  education  in  some  higher  institution  of 
learning.  The  program  of  studies  at  the  High  School 
in  common  with  such  programs  in  many  high  schools 
was  originally  set  up  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  pupils  to 
enter  college.  When  it  is  found  that  onl}'  15%  of  the 
pupils  who  enter  the  schools  go  on  to  college  anci  that 
the  other  85%  never  go  beyond  the  Enfield  High 
School,  it  would  appear  that  some  plan  for  modifioLition 
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of  the  program  of  studies  should  be  undertaken.  It 
may  be  that  the  courses  offered  should  be  changed  in 
some  positive  way  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  much  larger 
portion  of  pupils  who  are  cared  for  by  the  public  High 
School  of  this  community.

It  was  suggested  in  a  previous  report  that  some 
plan  might  be  devised  to  provide  courses  in  handwork 
for  the  boys  and  modified  courses  in  domestic  arts  for 
the  girls.  Such  courses  would  seem  to  be  of  greater 
value  to  the  pupils  involved  than  are  some  of  the 
courses  now  given.  A  start  has  been  made  this  year  by 
the  Headmaster  in  providing  some  types  of  crafts  work, 
but  this  can  be  regarded  only  as  a  beginning  and  is 
closely  related  to  the  work  in  general  science  which  is 
carried  on  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  To  en- 
large this  type  of  program  would  require  at  least  one 
additional  teacher  in  the  High  School.  The  change  in 
the  teaching  status  as  a  result  of  the  consolidation  of 
schools  would  make  it  possible  to  employ  such  a  person 
without  increasing  the  budget  over  that  of  past  years. 

This  should  be  a  matter  for  very  serious  considera- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Board  and  definite  action  might 
be  taken  looking  toward  this  end  in  the  near  future. 

Activities 

Another  feature  of  school  work  which  is  of  value  to 
both  boys  and  girls  is  that  of  a  varied  line  of  activities 
sometimes  called,  extra  curricula,  which  engage  the  at- 
tention of  pupils  of  high  school  age  A  survey  of  the 
situation  leads  any  thoughtful  person  to  note  at  once 
that  the  facilities  afforded  for  such  activities,  particularly 
those  which  have  to  do  with  the  outdoors,  are  not  easily 
possible  under  the  present  playfield  opportunities. 
Serious  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  idea  of 
providing  a  wider  opportunity  for  this  type  of  experi 
ence  for  the  boys  and  girls  in  Enfield.  Simply  because 
a  community  is  small  and  a  school  situation  is  limited 
does  not  seem  to  be  sufficient  reason  to  so  delimit  the 
activities  possibilities  of  the  pupils  as  to  make  it  neces- 
sary for  them  to  use  their  free  time  hanging  around 
stores  and  street  corners  and  otherwise  making  them- 
selves unconsciously  and    unintentionally  somewhat  of 
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-an  annoj^nce  to  adult  citizens.  If  a  community  is  to 
•do  its  part  toward  lessening  those  activities  which  tend 
toward  looseness  and  crime  it  must  provide  for  worth- 
-while  positive  sources  which  will  engage  the  interest 
and  energy  of  the  boj's  and  girls  who  are  passing 
through    the  schools. 

Health 

Tlie  work  of  the  School  Nurse  continues  along  lines 
«et  up  by  the  State  Department.  Miss  Moynihan  does 
her  best  to  make  sure  that  every  boy  and  girl  has  an 
even  chance  of  improving  his  physical  condition  so  far 
as  is  possible  under  a  good  health  program.  As  indi- 
cated from  her  report  it  will  be  noticed  that  many  eye 
defects  have  been  corrected,  that  certain  pupils  with 
diseased  tonsils  have  been  treated  and  that  rather  more 
than  the  usual  number  of  home  calls  and  school  visits 
have  been  made.  But  this  is  not  all.  The  Schoo! 
Nurse  has  been  alert  in  doing  her  part  in  every  case 
where  there  was  a  suspicion  of  contagious  disease  aris- 
ing. It  is  believed  that  the  activities  of  such  a  person 
in  our  smaller  communities  is  not  onl)^  worthwhile  but 
serves  as  a  safeguard  to  the  health  of  the  boys  and 
girls  as  well  as  that  of  the  community  as  a  whole.

Recommendations

which  see.ms  to  your  Superintendent  to  need  reasonabl}' 
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immediate  action  the  following  recommendation<? 
are  made.  These  recommendations  are  not  set  up  aS' 
absolute  conditions  under  which  the  community 
should  work  but  are  the  result  of  a  carefully  considered 
program  for  this  school  community. 

(i)  That  some  plan  be  devised  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble to  provide  for  additional  play  areas  within  reasona- 
bly easy  access  of  the  school  building  for  the  pupils  in 
the  school. 

(2)  That  plans  be  made  to  enrich  the  present  pro- 
gram of  studies  in  such  fashion  as  to  more  nearly  meet 
the  needs  of  a  much  greater  percentage  of  the  boys  and 
girls  of  Enfield  even  though  this  modification  involves- 
an  additional  teacher  in  the  High  School 

The  same  genuine  support  and  interest  of  the 
pupils,  teachers,  citizens;  and  the  Board  of  Enfield  in 
the  public  schools  has  been  continued  during  the  past 
year.  Suchcoope  ration  makes  possible  better  intellect- 
ual and  scholastic  achievement  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 
Every  member  of  the  school  community  may  feel  proud 
that  he  has  contributed  ever  so  little  toward  improving: 
the  young  people  of  our  town.
